Your Monthly Statement 


Usually, when we talk of statements, 
we assume reference is made to Fin- 
ancial Staements, indicating the worth 
or conditions of a business. There is, 
however, another form of statement, 
also of great importance in general 
use by all good Companies large or 
small who operate a proper accounting 
sytem, The purpose of this article is 
to draw the attention of the indivia- 
ual, who is sole owner or operator 
of a business, to the urgent necessity 
of taking up a monthly statement for 
each of his customers classed as “Ac- 
counts Receivable”, 


It is a well known fact that at 
many small places, work is done, or 
goods are bought on credit, and the 
only record of such transactions is 
carried by memory. We will not dis- 
pute that many consider this adequate, 
but with the present highly developed 
competitive operation of business, the 
proper recording of all transactions 
is essential if we are to maintain a 
good credit standing, and a profitable 
undertaking. We have known instances 
where the Creditor has called on an 
account, submitted his claim, and the 
debitor pulled out a roll of bills from 
some hidden recess in his chothing to 
take off the require currency, This 
looks prosperous, but there comes a 
time when that cash roll is depleted 
and no record of where it went, or 
where it originally came from remains. 
It is to this type of dealer we are 
making this appeal. 

Every one starting in a business is 
naturally going to require credit, 
either in cash or goods, sometime or 
other during his business career, If 
he will go to the Bank to get a loan, 
the Bank will ask him for a Financial 
Statement, and possibly a list of his 
accounts, both owing by him and due 
to him. If he can show such a record 
his liklihood of obtaining a loan will 
be improved. The same remarks apply 
to an application for credit from a 
Wholesale house. 

This means that a record of all 
Crecit Sales should be kept in a form 
Which shows at a glance how much 
is due from each customer At the 
end of each month a list of all such 
bills or invoices should be made on 
a sheet, either typed or handwritten, 
to show all purchases and payments, 
and the net amount due. It is not 
essential to keep a Register or Ledger 
but, a copy of each sale, or value 
of work done, can be kept in a suitable 
cabinet under each customer’s name, 
These shoud be listed once a month 
along with any payments received, to 
show the total owing. 

This monthly statement should be 
made in duplicate and one copy 
attached to the charge slips or bills 
Which are included in that statement. 
By doing this the debtor has definite
